Vice President’s Message 


Well, this is nearly the end of the year and time to consider our plans for 
the new year. We have had several requests from our new hams for ideas on 
antennas that work well on the HF and VHF bands. We had several presen- 
tations in the past on antennas and will have Paul Scallan’s KSVSH short 
paper that is an overview of HF antenna types at the January meeting. Later 
in the year we may have a club project to build a working HF antenna if that 
works out. A good place to evaluate antenna types for club members occurs 
each year at our Field Day where these antennas are set up and used. 

Another topic which is of value to new and old hams alike is how to 
identify and reduce noise problems in typical ham stations. We hope to 
have one or two sessions next year to address this issue. We could use 
someone to make that presentation and ask that those of you who have had 
field experience in eliminating or reducing troublesome noise problems to 
write up a short problem description and solution to your particular noise 
war story. Send in any to me and I will try to get them into our presentation. 
Radio noise will usually fall into one of the following categories. 

1. Internal receiver noise. (semiconductor noise, inter-modulation, non- 

linear components) 

2. External natural noise. (lightning, cosmic rays, sun/star noise) 

3. External man-made noise. (power lines, motors, household electron- 

ics, computers, lighting, etc.) 

4. Interfering transmitted noise. (amateur rasio, AM/FM broadcast, ra- 

dar, WIFI, etc.) 

Noise abatement consists in identifying these noise sources and elimi- 
nating them, one at a time. Most hams who have worked to reduce their 
noise have found that eliminating the larger contributors to their noise prob- 
lem allows them to identify other noise sources and eliminate them as well. 
One well known method to make immediate progress is to use a directive 
antenna array which increases the signal in a desired direction and reduces it 
in most other directions. 

Over the years I have found useful information on the internet that give 
ways to detect and identify potential noise sources. The ARRL has some 
good information at these sites including scope traces and audio files:

In 
the revamped program, OO’s could 
take a more direct and active inves- 
tigative role in assisting the FCC. 
New materials will be developed 
for the program and some new OO 
training if and when this comes to 
fruition.
